Mexico City, Aug. 30—Conservative 
estimates of the damage done by the 
flood at Monterey place the dead at 
1,400 and the property loss at $42,000,-

quarter of the city was destroyed and 
15,000 persons are homeless, The 
water mains are useless and the 
place is consequently without a drink- 
ing water supply, Neither is there 
light nor street car service as the 
power plant has been damaged,

eity is threatened with famine, The 
slaughter houses have been destroy- 
ed.

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PROGRESS OF MAN 


Dr. Tory, President of the Univer- 
sity, Tells of British Association 
of Science at Winnipeg. 


Dr. Tory returned 
Winnipeg where he was attending the 
meeting of the Britixh Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

To a Bulletin reporter he said the 
meeting of the British Association was 


one of. the most successful ever held and 
certainly the most suceeseful held out- 
side the British Islands, This is the 
third time the association hay met in 
Canada. In 1884 it met in Montreal, in 
1897 in Toronto and thie year in Winni- 
pes. An effort is now being made to 
take it to Australia in the near future. 
The date of its coming to Edmonton is 
not yet fixed, but it will eome when, our 
university is ready to house it and when 
the community is ready to receive it. 

“From being an insular organization 
hefore 1#84,” <aid Dr. Tory, ‘the associa- 
tion has become a great imperial one, 
one might almost say an Anglo-Saxon 
one, for at every meeting there are pree- 
ent men form all the Great British Do- 
minions and also from the United 
States, 

Many Distinguished Scientists. 

“The meeting was conspicuous for the 
great number of members in attend- 
ance there being between fourteen and 
fifteen hundred present. One hundred 
more than at the Toronto meeting of 
1897. Of course a considerable number 
of these were local members but every 
province of Canada was represented and 
many of the States of the neighboring 
union as well, in addition to the large 
number of distinguished men from 
Britain. There were aiso a number - f 
distinguished scientists from the contin- 
ent of Europe, English science was re 
presented by Sir J. J. Thompson, profes- 
sor of physics at Cambridge; Prof. E. 
Rutherford, late of MeGill now professor 
of pliysics at the University of Manches. 
ter, Prof. Carey-Forster, principal of 
the University of London. Sir Wm. 
White, whe for many wears was chief 
engineer of navel construction for the 
British government. Sir D. Johnson the 
great explorer and geographer. Prof. 
Poyntug of the University of Birming- 
ham, and many others of equal rank, 
American science was aleo well répre- 
sented. One might mention President 
Nichols of Dartmouth College, Prof. 
Bumstead of Yale, Prof. Nichols«of Cor- 
nell, Prof Munsterberg of Harvard, Prof 
Moon of Chicago, Prof. Holgate ot 
Northwestern, Dean Westbrook of Min- 
nesota, among a hoa of others. Among 
the prominent Canadian men of science 
one might mention Dr. Howard Barnes, 
director of the physics department, Me- 
Gill University; Dr. J. C. McLennan, 
director of the physics department, To- 
ronto University; Dr. Saunders, head o 
the Government Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa; Dr, Alexander Johnston, vice- 
principal emeritus of McGill University ; 
Prof, MacAllum, Toronto University; 
Prof. McKenzie, of Dalhousie; President 
Murray of the University of Saskatche- 
wan, and Prof. Lehman of the Univers- 
ity of Alberta.” be 

Sections and Subsections, : 

Every department of science was also 
represented either by a section of sub- 
section of the association, 

Such subjects as mathematics, physics, 
geology, chemistry, economics, education, 
engineering, geography, anthropology, 
agr-culture, had whole sections devoted 
to them. In the geological section a 
large part of the discussion was on the 
geology of Western Canada. Papers be- 
ing read by Dr. Tyrrel of Ottawa, Dr. 
Coleman and Dr, Millar of Toronto, and 
Dr, Adams of Montreal, One had only 
to listen to these papers to realize what 
untold wealth for both the practical 
and pure scientists lies west of the Great 
Lakes, 

One of the great events was the pre 
sident’s address by Sir Joseph Thomp- 
son, His subject was the Advance of 
Science since the Toronto meeting in 
1897. Dealing with the most abstract 
materials, his exposition was «60 clear 
that he held the attention of the vast 
audience which filled the Walker thea- 
tar, in rapt altention for nearly two 
hours, The address of Mayor Evans of 
Winnipeg, was also an event.

Pittsburg, Aug. 30.—The office of 
the district attorney at Pittsburg 
this afternook shied its castor ‘into 
the ring in fhe Pressed Steel Car 
company’s plant investigation and 
threatens wholesale arreste for ab- 
uses and maltreatment >of workmen 
at the Schoenville plant. Third As- 
sistant District Attorney Seymour 
has been placed in charge of the in- 
vestigation and promises early prose- 
cutions. At noon teday Mr. Sey- 
méur sent for Special Agent oag- 
Jand, who has conducted the inquiry 
for the government. A_ brief con- 
ference was held at Mr. 8Sey- 
mour’s office and it is known that 
the latter secured much valuable 
evidence, 
Evidence of Abuses. 

. Discussing the matter this after- 
noon Mr. Seymour said: “Ys, we 
have secured much evidence of abus- 
es at the car plant and are still re- 
ceiving more. This will be a real 
investigation and if justified by the 
evidence prosecutions will be made 
against rich and poor, and please 
emphasize the rich. We know al- 
ready of several men being unla‘y- 
fully imprisoned in a dirty box car 
and have heard of other abuses.” 

Special agent Hoagland and Special 
Agent Schell of the department, of 
commerce and labor, spent today 
fine-combing the interior of the Me- 
Kees Rocks plant for evidence ty 
substantiate the intimation that strix- 
ers had been allowed to die trom 
their’ wounds and their bodies dis- 
posed of.

OUR POSSIBLE WHEAT CROP. 


Some few years ago Professor Mavor 
of Toronto university, won for him 
seli the attention of the western 
peupie by an estimate of the crop 
capabilities of this country, Though 
the amount of the attention may have 
heen flattering to the professor's 
sense of his own importance it was 
hardly of a character to confirm his 
faith in the correctness of his views 
Certainly it can hardly have failed 
to make clear to him what the west 
ern people thought of his qualifica 
tions as a crop prophet or that what 
they thought was altogether inimical 
to his chances of becoming the na 
tional horoscope caster The pro 
fessor, however, is a philosopher a 
well as a prophet, rather a better 
philosopher than a prophet, Though 
the Weat now yields annually mors 
bushels than he said it could yiek 
the fact daunts him npt, Neither doe; 
the recollection of the innumerabl 
warm but not over kindly things that 
He takes thesc 
things as the unavoidable unpleasan 


were said about him 


tries whieh great minds must encoun 
ter, which they should bear with what 
patience they can summon, but which 
should by no means and in no degree 
turn them fom thelr appointed way 
Wherefore, the professor has got out 
his pencil and done more figuring, the 
results whereof he has een firing at 
the British scientists. In brief, he 
finds that we have 1712 million acres 
of wheat land in the West; that thir 
land ja capable of bearing 18 bushel 
to the aere, or that the maximum 
wheat crop possible to the country is 
about $15,000,000 bushels. 
Unfortunately for the professor thy 
facts are against him and his abstraci 
figuring must suffer in consequence 
Alberta alone contains approximately 
250 thousand <4yuare miles, or 140 
million acres of land, In the one 
third of this province in which settle 
ment has already to a considerable ex 
tent taken place, wheat growing is 
amply proven to be not only possibls 
but nominally a profitable branch o 
the farming business, That is, say 
about 36 million acres of land in this 
Province alone must ‘be admitted cap 
able of wheat prodaction at a profit 
which av the professor's modest esti 
mate of 18 bushels to the acre would 
turn out 630 million bushels, or twice 
the amount he allows the whole coun 
try capable of producing, That Sas- 
Manitoba contain 
eceb as much is proven beyond the 
sLadew of doubt, This makes the total

It is, of course, true that the western 
farmers will not all grow wheat every 
year and that this may be far in 
excess of the amount of land that 
will be under wheat in the average 
year, But it must be remembered 
that these figures include only one- 
third the land in the prairie provinces 
A large part of the remainder is de 
clared by the beat available evidence 
to be capable of farming operations 
as generally understood, including 
the preduction of wheat.

A HALF-HOLIDAY BILL. 


The budget and the naval program 
are not the exelusive <ubjects of atten 
tion in the British Parliament, though 
naturally these outstanding matters 
are the only ones the Canadian pub 
lic catches much sight of. While his 
colleagues are carrying the fiseal 
changes into public favor Mr. Glad 
stone, the home secretary, has intro 
dneed a bill looking to the ameliora 
tion of the conditions of a large num 
ber of people and which in less stren- 
uous times might be supposed to itself 
invite considerable attention and ex- 
cite sdme discussion. The bill re. 
lates to the employment of shop-as 
sistants and some of its provisions 
would likely provoke merry war be- 
tween the legislators and the munici 
pal authorities if they were paralleled 
in measures proposed in the Canadian 
Parliament or Legislatures, 

Shop assistants are not to be em: 
ployed more than eixty hours a week 
nor after 8 p.m. on more than three 
evenings in the week, 

There must be a weekly half holi 
day, every shop to close not later than 
2 p.m. on one day in the week, Loca! 
authorities (in London, the «county 
council) will have the power to select 
early closing day. 

Shops, with the exception of public 
hoyses, will be closed on Sunday. 

In Jewish localities shopa will be 
allowed to remain open till 2 p.m. on 
Sunday if they have been closed from 
sunset on Friday till sunmeet on Sat 
urday, 

Street markets, where important and 
eustomary, may be exempt, 

Hawkers and cheapjacks will be re 
stricted on the same lines as shop 
keepers, 

Special provisions will be made in 
respect of holiday resorts and public 
holidays, 

The bill will not apply to. rural 
parishes with a population. of less 
than one thousand, 

On this side of the water the weekly 
half-holiday question is left to the 
municipal authorities and is custom 
arily a matter for agreement between 
merchants and their clerks. Mr. Glad- 
stone's bill proposes to make the half 
holiday a compulsory affair so far ay 
shops in the larger centres of popula 
ion are concerned,

OUR WESTERN GOLCONDA. 


Ottawa Free Press.—How many 
Canadians realize the enormous 
wealth which is being gathered to- 
gether on the plains of Centra] Can- 
ada this year? 

The figures are amazing, and might 
seem exaggerated were they not fur- 
nished by men who know what they 
ure talking about. The immigration 
authorities tell us that there js every 
indication that “this year’s immigra- 
tion will reach 189,000 people 

They estimate that these people 
will bring in with them an average 
of $2,000 a family, which; estimating 
the family as averaging five, will give 
a total of wealth brought in of $72.- 
600,000. Even supposing this ¢.ti- 
mate is considered excessive, we can 
fairly assume that the money and 
property to be ‘brought in this year 
will be at least $60,000,000. 

The Canadian Bank of Commerce 
estimates the yield of wheat at 1°3.- 
979,336 bushels, which at the price of 
88 cents a bushel g'ves a total of 
$100,301,815. It puts the yield of oats 
at 157,537,759 bushels, worth, at an 
average of 30 cents 4 bushel, $47,261,- 
325; and it looks for a crop Of 24,024,- 
648 bushels of barley, worth at an 
vverage of 40 cents, $9,729,809. So 


that these crops alone stand to pro- 


duce a total of $157,202,900! 

The value of other crops ‘may be 
safely put down at $20,000,000, a very 
reasonable calculation. The cattle and 
horse ranches are expected to add at 
least $20,000,000 more to the total, 
and railway construction will involve 
the expenditure of another $25,000,- 
0. Thus, without any ecaleulation 
at all of the money which is being 
invested in lands and induatrial en- 
terprises by British capitalists, we 
arrive at this grand total: |

SHOT TO DEATH IN ST. LOUIS. 


Louis Denny Mortally Wounded 
From Ambush by Geo, Snider. 
New York, August 30.—A St, Lonis 

dispatch to the Times says that 


Louis Denny, a well-to-do manufac- 


turer, president of a ‘bottling works, 
and a lifelong resident of 8t. Lonis, 
was shot from ambush yesterday 
and mortally wounded by George 
Snider. Denny was shot twice just 
over the heart after he had been 


jured from his office by a telaphone 
call from a woman. Physicians say 
Denny cannot live. 

Snider used a single barrel shot- 
gun, which he loaded and fired the 
second time at Denny before the lat- 
ter fell, or could his assailant 
As he ‘ell Snider reloaded his weapot 
and standing off a crowd of 25 or 30 
men which had been attracted by the 
shooting, escaped. He was arrested 
last night at his home and admittec 
he did the shooting. 

“Denny knows why I shot him 
and he can tell if whe will,” was his 
answer to the deputy sherifi’s ques 
tion as to motive. 

The county authorities diseovercd 
last night that Snider got his gun 
and went to Denny’s office and trie 
to kill him,after a statement had 
been*made to him by-his young wif 
who had been taken from an or 
phanage home and had lived in thi 
Denny family several years be‘or 
he married her.

Volkoff 
sky's remajns were discovered by 
two American prospectors at Brule 
Rapids. They tied it to the shore 
on the east side of the river and post- 
ed a signal, expecting that when the 
Hudson’s Bay Company's transport 
came up the river last week it would 
be picked up. But the transport 
came up the west side of the river 
on the Brule Rapids and_ therefore 
did not see the signal. The body is 
still in the river. 


CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT

Reginald W. Wadman, lately agent 
for the Remington typewriters in this 
city, was sent up for trial on com+ 
plaint of the provincial manager, 
Wesley C. Duggert, of Calgary, on 
a charge of embezzlement of $481,03, 
the money of the company, The evi- 
dence of Mr. Duggert was to the ef- 
fect that the accused had sold type- 
writers to the Wolf Creek Townsite 
company, the Masters Piano Com- 
pany and others on the instalment 
plan and had applied the money due 
in payment of a townsite lot and ¢ 
piano, The defendants lawyer H. H. 
Robertson contended that as lien 
notes in full had been given by the 
purehasers of the type writers, the 
Remington people were fully  pro- 
tected and there was no embezzle- 
ment.
